1. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

29. An A positive electrode characterized as having been formed by a process 
consisting essentially of: 

a) positioning a first ele ctrod e cathode active material into a pressing fixture; 

b) positioning a current collector screen on top of the first e l e ctrod e cathode 
active material, wherein the first ele ctrod e cathode active material is in a 
powder form having at least some particles sized to be able to move 
through at least one opening in the current collector screen;

a) positioning a third o l o ctrod e cathode active material on top of one of the 
first and the second ele ctrod e cathode active materials of the positive 
electrode in the pressing fixture, the third eleetrode cathode active 
material being a different ele ctrod e cathode active material than either of 
the first and the second e l e ctrod e cathode active materials; 

b) positioning a second positive electrode comprising the first olo ctrod o 
cathode active material and the second electro d e cathode active material 
contacted to opposed sides of a second current collector on top of the 
third e l e ctrod e cathode active material in the pressing fixture to form a 
second ele ctro de cathode assembly; and 

c) pressing the second elec tro de cathode assembly to form the positive 
electrode. 

33. The positive electrode of claim 32 having the configuration: silver vanadium 
oxide/current collector screen/silver vanadium oxide/CF x /si!ver vanadium oxide/current 
collector screen/silver vanadium oxide.
